miniſters:(who were continvallye either 
the mouth of God to vs, in deliuveringe 
ſweet aud apt meditations, fitting the time 
and preſent occaſion.raiſed out of the bleſl 
ed and comfortable worde of God)or els 
the mouth of vs, to ſend vp our prayers & 
ſupplications, our ſighes and grones, vnto 
God:itmay eaſfilie be conieQured,to what 
a great bulke a booke would riſe, if a man 
would ſtrive to ſett downe the ſomme of 
each ſermon, the contentes of cach prayer, 
the ations and affeRions of the partie af- 
flited, and moſt of all interefled in this 
worke, All which, as they are great in int - 
portance, diuers in variety, we, comforta- 
ble in the iſſue:ſo it may rightly be coniec- 
tured, that the iuſt report of them all, can- - 
not fall within the compas of the memory 
of any one preſent, much leſſe of him to 
whom the taſke was committed, Who not 
withſtanding being incouraged by the ex- 
hortations of the reuerend brethren, and 
ſtrengthened by their promiſes of addin: 
their helpinge handes, when this my firl 
drawght ſhould be offered to their veiw: 
hath vnder taken to write of the matter, 
as Cod ſhall enable, andhis bleſſed ſpirit 
ſhall give direQion,which I humblie crane 
to

to be granted for Chriſt his fake. 

And iceing Lam purpoſed to handle this 
matter ia the beſt ſort I can, (to the end 
thou migheſt be the more fully made ace 
quanted withall that was donetherin)lt is 
not vnfittinge ( and good order requireth 
it) that I ſhould alſo let thee know, what 
the miniſters did to prepare and ſanRifie 
theſelues the day before to fo great & ho« 
ly a worke. My ſelfe (I confeſle)was not at 
this their meetting,1 knew not the of their 
purpoſe, but hearinge ouer night of the 
next dayes action, 1 (o fitted my ſelfe to it, 
as that morning I was the third perſon that 
arriaed in the roome where the worke was 
performed: yet with purpoſe(as god know- 


. eth)to be but a behoulder, andto ioyne in

After that by eonſent of godly miniſters, 
(at the inſtat requeſt of the parents of M4 
ry Glower)it was refolued yppon that there 
ſhould be ſett apart one day(and that pre- 
ſeatly vppon good confiderations)for pra 
yer and faſting, that by humble ſupplicati- 
on God mig tbe intreated to haue mer- 
cy vppon t em, and yppon his diſtreſſed 


ſervants of that family, eſpeciallye vppon 


the maide her ſelfe, who was the occaſion 
of the others greife: It was agreed vppon, 
that on tueſday the 14, of December the 
miniſters ( who were to be imployed in 
that attion)ſhould meete togeather to ad- 
vile of the order that amonge themſelues 


they would obſerue both 1in prayeyand . 


preachinge. which being accompliſhed, it 
was thought good that one ſhould bea 
poynted, who ſhould the night before the 
exerciſe, prepare the company that ſhoud 
be partakers with the miniſters in that ned 
full and holy aQion, 
At the tmeappointed of this preparation, 
with much a doe they meet, ſome tenor 
twelue. at M. Gloners! houſe in Thames- 
ſtreer: there they continued a ſpace, 8 then 
the * preacher that was appoynted : firſt 
prayed God to dire him to ſpeake 8& the 
people 
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In 
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propertie of this grace & worke,he noated 


you to heare, al all toprepare them- 
elues, that they might be ficted tocome 
before the Giodrof heauen. That done,he 
framed ſome wordes of exhortation to re« 
pentance, and eſpecially to an earneſt hu- 
miliation of their ſoules and bodies before 
the Lord, that he ſeeing them (eſpeciallye 
thoſe that were moſt intereſſed in the di 
ftreſled)truely humbled;he might in mer- 
cy and goodnes lift them vp.by givinge 
deliverance and grantinge comfort in his 
good times in what manner and meaſure 
it pleaſed him, and that not for any other, 
but his owne truth and promiſe ſake. 

The ground of his exhortation was the 
Io.veric of the 4. Chapter of Saint Iames 
Caſt downe your ſelues before the Lord,and 
be will lift yow vp, which conſiſteth of a 
commaundement caft downe,and of a pro- 
mile, to exalte. 

He ſhewed the neceſſitie of the former, 
if we meane to inioye the latter, firſt by 
the commaundement of God,and ſecond- 
ly in regard of our ſelues,who could noto« 
therwiſe be cured,being naturally to much 
advanced in ſome vaine conceites of our 
owne goodnes. he deſcribed-the nature 8&

the way how to com by it,namely, firſt by 
ſerious meditation in the law of God(that 
layeth open our finnes and Gods ludg= 
ments) Secondly by obſeruinge the Iudg- 
ments of God yppon others, and vppon 
our ſelues, Thirdly by prayer 8& other out- 
ward means {anified for that purpoſe, 
Fourthlye, he ſheewed that if a man wilbe 
truely hambled, he muſt caſt his eyes on 
Gods mercies.

ry of grace: and therfore the ſaide preacher - 


10yned this grace to true converſion, as a- 
fruite to his owne tree. And this was the 


ſumme of the firſt part, namely, of humb= | 


linge or caltinge downe,ſavinge that ſome 
what was added forthe fſinceritie and con- 
tinuance in this grace of God, becauſe the 
Apoltle ſaith in the ſroht of God. 

Touching theſecorid part,he obſerued the 
verity and conſtant truth of this promite, 
and ſo the exellency of it, by yrs eh 
the nature 8& will of the promilſer, ſecond- 
lye by the gratious effe Res, and workes of 
mercy and trath ſheewed to all his Saints, 
Abrabam, D.nuid,loſcph,and our Lord Teſws 
Chri(t

Chriſt the Prince of our ſaluation. Here he 
thought it needfult to exhortathat hauinge 
this _ of heelpe and of honor, we 
ſhould not abuſe it, either preſcribing vn- 
to OT time when to performeit({ince 
he hath ſaid it ſhalbe in due time. 1 Pee... 
6.) nor the meanes, ſince his wiſdome is 
ynſearchable and knowes how to doe it, 
with meanes or with out meanes, and eve 
contrary to all meanes:that the worke may 
apypare to be his: or elſe by fainting in our 

lues by the conſideration of our ynwor- 
thines.& ſinne,foraſmuch as god reſpe&-

and ynworthines, begging pardon,crauing 
gratious aſliſtance, and an happy iſſue of 
our enterpriſe, for Chriſt Iefus his ſake, 
who is bleſſed for euer Amen. .

And-truely touch 
ing the man (and fo of the relt:) I ſpeake 
not to clawe, I write in the feare of God, 
to paine plorie to his maieſtie, and not 
prayſe to men,to whom belonges nothin 
but ſhame) I knew him long before, but 
knew him notlo, having neuer heard him 
before. And heare I appeale te hishart,and 
lo

ſo to the harts ofthe Sl that ſucceed- 
ed in prayers and preaching: whether they 
did notthat day finde in themſelues an ex 
traordinarie preſence, and ſupply of God 
his gfacious and powerfull ſpirit in them, 

inthe performance of theſe moſt holy and 

reaerent ations. 

After this ation of preachinge and prayer 

ended, the poorecreature;(being pale and 

wan coloured )wasaſked by her mother & 

others, how it fared with hereſhe acknow- 

ledged ſhe felt payne in her body,8& wept 

and prayed God to be mercitull vnto her, 


{. andto help ber;and {aide withall,that ſhes 


could and would indure further proceed- 
inge-ia;the begone'exercile, and! ſo ſatt a

ſhould have b-gone the exerciſe himſelſe 
if hehad come ir time, but he came alit- 
tle after the ation was entered into by the 
firſt preacher. | This man did happily ſe- 
cond the firſt, and:that preſently without 
intermiſſion. begining with a moſt {weete, 
mylde-(according to his diſpofition) long, 
' earneſt, and powerſull prayer: which done, 
he tooke for his text Mathew the-11. 28,

freedome of ſpeech till the whole fitt was 
ended (which was about 11, a Clocke at 
ni2ht)but now,they gaue place by turnes)

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Thirdly ſacceeded an heavirig or ſwellinge 
in the bellie, breaſt, and throat: Foxrthly 
(on this day) followed the wagging of her 
chappe, whick ſtirred much vp & downe, 
not with over haſtie motions,but with ſce 
leaſure: Fiftly deadnes of the left ſide, with 
inflexible ſtifnes, of legg, arme, hand, and 
fingers: thes were allo now: but they made 
Not the like iuſt retournes and ſtayes,nei-

rayſe in his owne meditations, if he ſhall 
adviſedly 8& with reverence read over the 
{xe,&therfore(as alſo becauſe 1 wilbe breif) 
I paſſe it over. Thus endinge againe with 
a comfortable prayer agreable ro his hum 
bled ſpirit (inwhich his prayer he remem- 
bred amongft other thinges; the power of 
Dauids flinge in overthrowinge Goliah, 
who defied the healt of Iſrae!l:) he ceafſed * 
far that time, ;

Then he that preached the firſt Sermon w.Lewes. 


at $ of the Clocke in the morning, retura- 


ed 


ed to his text,taken out of Pſa/. 0.1 5./as 
before is ſaide)but firſt he prayed eftectu- 
ally for graces neceſlay, for himſelfe, for 
the afflicted partrie, and for the behoofe 
of vs all ther preſent, yea and for all the ſer 
vantesof God,whereſoever,that done;,he 
repeated not much of that which in the 
morninge he deliuered, but proceeded ro 
hadle the reſt, & eſpecially (as me thought) 
he bent his force to that poynt, namelye of 
the time when we ſhould call yppon God, 
and that was, The ncedfull time of trouble. 
This he handled after this manner, many 
are the troubles of the righteons,but ſent 
of God, that we might call more carneſt- 
ly. and ſo by him being delivered from the 
all,he might receaue thanks of. all, and for 
all favours, Here he noated alſo,that the . 
wicked had their ſhare in troubles but the 
troubles of the one and of the other, doe 
greatly differ.

O Lord thou haſt begune to be grations wnto 
me, theu haſt done more for me then 7 locked 
fo," I beſeech thee o lord perfef] the worke 
which thou baſt begun, that thou mai(t hane 
the prayſe,and theſe thy chilaren may be com- 
farted, Let my prayers aſcend vp to thy pre= 


ſence, and the prayers of theſe thy ſervantes, 


and all the prayers that this day are made far 
me in any 9ther place. Thou haſt commannded 
to call yppon thee tn the time of trouble, and 
baſt promiſed that thou then wilt heare e&x fo 
haue the prayſe: heare vs therfore (o lord) now 
calling vppon thee:in the needfull time of tro- 
ble,that ſo beareafter I may prayſe thee and 
maenifie thy name. Giur me an hart to ſub- 
mitte to thy will 55 to wayte vppon thee:thou 

knoweſt (o lord": my aft lition,\and thou canſt 
help me, for thou art ſtronger then Sathan.

This prayer (as I beare away ) was rather 
longer then the other, which being inter- 
rupted(by the former infirmitie — 
on) ſhee was preſently entred into a thir 
fitt, which alſo grewe more greivious then 
the former,, Then againe both preachers 
and people called for prayer, and then the

2ayne, who began with the ſpeech of the 
Et pro- 


but ther was no power to be delinercd etc. 


And ſo be moaning our weaknes. and cab 


linge for ſtrength trom the authour of all 


power, he went on,ſtumbling and ſtutter« 


ring by meancs of the perp)exitie that he 
and the company, and the poore creature 
were the in,powring out rather ſhorte re« 
queſtes then a ſett prayer, even as preſent 
trouble enforced, Which done, he fell 
backe into the rearwarde of the battle, 
with purpoſe to ſtrike no more ſtrokes,or 
doe any other ſervice then by gininge in« 
couragment to thoſe that fought,applauſe 
to their well doinges, and to marke the 

variable inclininges of the combate, but 
yet even then he was thinkinge yppona 


weapon or two, which he would haue vſ= | 


ed,it he had agayne ben ſommoned to ape 
peare before the generall. And true it is, 
therwas ſome fearfulnes noted in that par- 
tie: but I hope it wasnot much offenſive 
to Cod orto them that obſerved it. for 
(I am fure)I alſo ſaw,feare,and trembling, 
yea teares, and ſobbinge,in the more aun. 
cient,expert, and experienced ſou{diers & 
Captaines that were there. And acaineler 
it be thought vppon what itis for carth & 
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prophet,that The ſruite was come to the birth. . 


aſbes 
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aſhes,to come before the high poſſeſſor of 
| | heaven and earth, for ſinners to come be- 
fore him whoſe eyes cannot abideimper- , 
| | | feRions, yea for ſinners to be importunar, 
& that at ſuch a time, when terror ſemes to 
compaſle about on every ſide, 8& in ſuch a 
ſuite as ſeeme exceeding difficult to be ob 
tayned, to this purpole may be remem- 
bred, that which was raiſed out of Daniell, 
of his conſternation of minde, & feblenes 
of body at ſuch a preſence. To conclude, - 
I thinke that feare and trembling doth bet 
ter beſeeme ſuch g buſines,ths to be ſenc < 
leſſe,or without feelinge of any ſuch paſlt- 
ons, Well, this whytliuered fellow being Y 
thus recoyled, an old *experienced ſoul "320%" 
dier ſteppes into the forefront, and he be- 
vins his prayer, with callinge to minde a 
ſayinge of one of the prophets, namely, 
that,Thoſe that are the lords remembrancers, 
ſhould not gine bimreſt vntill be be mooued 
to remember his people <xc. Yet(notwithſtan- 
ding his courage)jin the proceſſe of his pra 
yer, he bewrayed a feare and a doubt of 
his owne, namely, that if the Lord were 
not pleaſed to heare vs at this time, yet 
that he would remember his owne cauſe, 
his owne glorie,the cryes of his people, 8 
" pittie 
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pittie; and releiue, and releaſe the diſtref- 


ſed eſtate of his poore creature,when, and 
where, he ſhall ſee it fitt, ro make more 
for the belt, at the interceſſions and fur- 
ther ſuites of other brethren. And yet this 
was the man, who (a little after he was ri= 
ſen vp) did giue out the firſt yitorious 
cry, He flies, he flies, but vppon what occaſi- 
on he {odid, I cannotnow call to minde, 
he preſſed alſo the more to be heard, be= 
cauſe Elias, and ſuch of pods people, by 
o_en prevailed,who yet were men com 
paſſed with infirmities, as we were. 


After him immediatlie ſucceeded the fore« 


ſaide auncient * preacher,who (I muſt re- 
member,and I thinke he will acknowledge 
tobe true. that he ) ſeemed to faint in his 
mourninge: For beginninge his prayer, he 
made moane;that the darknes of the night 
now comming on, did much abate the c0- 
forte and courage of our mindes, and that 
beinge not allthis while heard, it proceed- 
ed from the weaknes of our faith, & coald 
nes of our prayers, or from finnes not re- 
pented of, And thervppohe prayed, that if 
ther were any preſent that was come with 
vnantified affeftions, or kept any ſuch 
corruption ſecretlie hid, as chan (whoſe 


ſmothered

ſmothered finne impeached- the Lordes 
hoaft ) that he might be humbled, and 
brought to repentance, pardon obrained, 
and fo all impedimentes remooued, we 
might the better be heard and prevaile. 
He vrged alſo the Lord to heare vs thera 
ther, becauſe we tooke no indireRe courſe 
or vnlawfull meanes for remedie,but went 
direatly to him who hath all power in his 
hand to help,andis readie to heare: yeeld- 
ing herein obedience to his ordinance,and 
relying vppon his promiſes, according al- 
ſo to the prattiſe of his Church and child- 
ren from time to time in ſuch caſes. 
About the time of his prayer, the affllit- 
ed patient _ to reviue:hauinge(in the 
time of this fitt)ſhewed muci torment, by 
her armes diſtorted or writhed the outſide 
inward, the left fide of her body benom+ 
ed,both legge & armezher fingers ſtrech- 
eda broade and ſtandinge ſtiffe vprighte, 
inflexible as Iron, as one * {that made *M, Badyer, 
proofe)made preſent report,and called 0- 
thers to try, and ſince, hath delivered me 
a noate therof vnder his hand: her chappe 
openinge and ſhuttinge. very often with- 
out vttering any worde,(and thervppon a 


preacher called it a dumb (fpirit) her eves 
| ſhur 
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ſhutt, her belly greatly ſwoalne, and after 
that,her breaſt bulking vp,her throat {wel 
linge etc; And at laſt, (after ſome ſtriuinge 
to vtter)ſhe began againe to ſpeake as he 
did,even with thoſe yery wordes agayne 
repeated Once more, ouce more, not haltelie 
pronounced,but with good pauſe & delie 
beration,making(as I ſaide)her accent vp= 
pon the word once:and then(ſitting asbe= 
fore in her chaire)ſhe fell to her third pra« 
yer, which continued as longe as the for- 
mer-and conteyned ſuch requeſtes for the 
molt parte, and that in ſuch wordes,as are 
before mentioned: and yet in this prayer 
ſhe had ſome poyntsnot touched before; 
asnamely, 
O Lord thy mercyes haue bin exceedinoe come 
fortable vnto me,thou haſt beoune to be gratis | 
0485,0 lorde be 'mercifall vnto me flull, and 
leaue me not vntill thou haſt fett me free: let 
thy ebry appearein my deliuerance, and lett 
Satan he confounded: ſtrensthen me {(O Lord) 
az ainſ) that Goliah,thy grace is (ufficient for 
me,oine me pow?r,and patience to attend thy 
lealure, gine me faith to beleeue thy promiſes, 
giue me vitÞry 4gainft this mine enimy, that 
1 and 1thers may retoyce, and tell to others the 


great thinges that than ba}} done for me: 1 b:- 
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leene, help my mbeleife. Thou ha#l tauoht me 
that if Satas be reſiſted be will flyegow Lord 
gine me ſirengthtorcſſt, that ſo he way flye, 
and I being delivered may prayſe thee,and o- 
thers that | Inv of it may alſo magnifie thee, 
and may alwayes ſays the lord be bleſſed that 
bath done ſuch thinges for the ſornes of men, 
and fa le arne to feare thee,and call yppon thee, 
and,put their truſt in thy mercie.exc, 

This prayer(as I ſaide) was drawne out 
much more in lenght, partly by way of re- 
peating thipges formerly mentioned, and 
partly by ſupplying other petitions,which 
neither I nor the others can now call to 
minde,And heere {by the way) if1n all her 
prayers ſhe had beatten ſtill yppon the ſfe 
matters & that even with the ſame words, 


ſhe had had a good patterne of one, who 


being in anguiſh,went againe and prayed & 
Spake the [ſame wordes, Marke 14. 39. And 
truely the preachers, if they had done ſo 
too:it had ben _—_y with this thatnow 
I have (aide: and further if it be a profita- 
ble thing to preach one thing often, it can- 
not be ynprofitable to pray one thing of- 
ten, the occaſis therofſtill remaining, but 
(to ſay the truth) the preachers had much 
varictic of matter in all their prayers, _ 
racer

ther can I call to minde many Tantalogies, 
except in the time of her extremities, whe 
ſett,or continued prayers could not be ad- 
mitted, 
And now it was the time of about 6 of the 
clocke at night,and now was come the har 


deſt of all the dayes labours: both inreſ-. 


pe& of the parties fufferinges, the prea- 
chers prayers with vehemency therin, the 
peoples perturbation, her deliverance, her 
thankſgtuing, and our rejoycing, And now 
I perceaue 1s come the heavieſt parte of 
my ta{le, ro marſhall each matter in his 
due place, and ro penne it accordinglye: 
but hopinge for the like aſſiſtance as hath 
dire ted me hitherto:thus I begin afreſh 
to ſett on the worke, 

Now (as I ſaide)was ſhee entered into her 
ſharpeſt conflict, now. had Saran appalled 
her ſences, eſpecially benummed thelefc 
fide ofher body, now were her eyes fear- 
fully turned vpward, her tongue blacke 
and retorted inward, her countenaunce 
owglie & diſtorted, her mouth exceſſige- 
lie wyde,gaping ſometime more inlength 
vpward: and ſometime againe more ſtret. 
ched out in bredrh: her face fierce,ſome- 


time as if it were ſcornfullye dildayninge, | 
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ſomtimes terriblic Craaligajd ſonod- 
ding her head and gaping vppon the woe 
men thar ſtood or kneled before her, as if 
ſhee would devoure them, then herhead 
toſſed from one ſhoulder to another, ofts 
and thicke and that with ſwiftnes, and was 
ſometime 1o farr writhed to the one ſide, 


and ſtayed ther fo long: as that I feared ir 


would haue ſo remained. 

Here when theſauncient preacer prayed 
God to rebuke this fonle malitions Demill, 
ſhe ſuddenly (though blinde and dumb & 
deafe) turned to him and did barke out 
froth at him,with her head ſhe ſometimes 


| bounſed backward, on the pillow which a 


preacher called for a little after the begin« 
ing of this fitt.and fo laying it on the topp 


* of the chaire-he ſtood, and ſometimes kne 


led behind her, with his armes vnder hers 
ſupporttinge her body: then ſhee with her 
foore and legpe that was at libertie, ſtam- 
ped vehementlye vppon the flower, and 

etting ſome hold or ſtay with her foote, 
he raiſed her body aloft.and forced back- 
warde both the chaire and him that ſtood 
behind her, notwithſtandinge that he and 


| others reſiſted ftiflie. In ſo much as cer- 


taine of the weomen were bulily imploy- 
Fl ed 


ed inholding downe beneath to keepe De- 
corgm lealt any vnleelines ſhould appeare, 
Her voyce at this time was lowd, tearfull 
and very ſtrange, proceedinge from the 
throat (like an hoarce dogge that _—_ 
caſtinge from thence with opened mout 
aboundance of froath or ftoame, whereof 
ſome &id light on the face of one that kne» 
led by,in ſuch ſort,as his wife was mooued 
to caſt him her handkerchite to wipe it of, 
The noyſe and lound of her voyce one ex 
preſſeth (in his noates of cbſeryaticn ) by 
the word chch cheb, or keck keck: another, 
by twiſhe tw/ſbe,or the hiſl'nge of a violent 
Squibbe:another,to an Henne that hath the 
ſquacke:an other compareth it to the loath 
ſome noyſe that a Catr maketh forcinge 
to caſt her gorge: and indeede ſhe did ve- | 
ry often,& vehemently ſtraine to vomitt, 
In the time of this turmoyle,another of 
the preachers *kneeling dovne alittle on 
the one ſide of the chaite: with a milde ſpi- 
rit and low voyce, began and continued a 
ſweete prayer, wherevnto ther was much 
attention given. In which his prayer I re. 
member ſome paſſages of the Scripture, 
wherof he aptly made good vſe, as Dame- 
ly, mentioninge the ſeed of the womanrhay 
ſhoulde 


; notwirhſtandinge would turne backe & be

ſhould breake the Serpents head, (who 


nibling at our heeles: ) 4gaine he remem- 
bred the viGorious Lion of the tribe of In- 
ds, that ſhould daunt the roaring lion who 
ſeeketh to devoure vs: And againe he re- 
peated the prophecie concermnge Chriſt, 
that he ſhould overcome the great Leniae 
than and puta hooke in his noltrills: and 
that he ſhould walke vpn the Lion and ads 
der, and tread the young Dragon vnder his 
feete etc. prayinge that we might lee the 
preſeat performance hereof, and ſo gather 
inge courage and makinge application, to 
raiſe vpin vs a comfortable hope and ex- 
petation of deliaerancethe ceaſed, 

The aflited partie continued (till in 


' fites,wherof ſome were anticke, as, tolling 


her head, and iettinge her ſhoulders, with 
turnninge her body from ſide to fide: and 
ſome- againe were more feacfall, as, her 
bucklebone ſtanding vp in her bellic at the 
place of her navell, accompanied with the 
former diſfigurings of eye,mouth, handes, 
armes, fingers.throat 8c, And herevppon 
ther were many outcryes amongſt the co- 
pany laying [eſus help, Lord ſhew mercy,

Lotd ſend delinerance, In this meane while 


the preachers were forced to forbeare (err 
prayer- becauſe of the peoples confuſed 
cryes: yet one of the preachers rebukinge 
Sathan and calling him a foule ſpirit, ſhee 
turned her face towards him (though her 
eies were ſhutt)and did belch our fpittle at 
him diſdainfully;as alſo at others tharkne 
led on each fide of her, holding her aries, 
in ſo much as one of them(in hislarge ob- 
ſervations)ſaith,thatjhe had much adoe to 
forbeare ſpitting againe in his foule face, I 
fay his ( quoth he) for that me thought, I 
faw his ougly countenaunce in her then de 
formed viſage: 
Art this time the Father of the maideroa- 
red right out with abundance of reares in 
the diſquietnes of his minde, and anguiſh | 
of his hart: and withall I came to him fro 
the place where I ſtood which was ſome- 
what before the parties face noatinge how 
thinges went)and taking him by the had, 
I ſayde, that now I conceaned more hope 
then before, for if your davghter quoth I 
were not thus rent and torne, I ſhould nor 
looke for deliverance. 
After this the preacher * that kneeled be- 
hind her, (thinkinge with himſc)fe, : -

not farr of,and calling ro minde the mani 
feſt tokens of favour that God hath ſhew 
edvnto vs all the dayrill then, andalfo 
the promiſe of God pſa. 5o.1 g.wherof he 
had intreated,and grounding himſelfe yp- 
tu the truth of that promiſe: ) lifted vp 

is voyce vppon the {uddaine and prayde 
lowd and yehemently, vrging the parable 
of the vnrightous iudge, who by meere 
importunitie of a poore woman, was for- 
ced to heare her: ſo he vrged the Lorde 
now.to ſhew his power,and to giue check 
to Satan and commaund him to be gone, 
whom he often defied, and called him a 
proud ſpirit and yet cowardly,loath to let 
loſe his hold, and often times(with teares, 
yet ſmilinglie)he cried our, he ſlies, he flies, 
wherat (as alſo before) ſhe turned towards 
him adirefull menacinge, (and ſometime 
mockinge ) countenance, and with open 
month ſhe did caſt out foame vpward in- 
to his face,. her breath enteringe into his 
throat as he (aide, and the lowder & more 
earneſt that he was in his prayer,the more 
ſhe raged in his armes,forcinge to riſe,and 
with her ſtrength did: lifthim vp with her, 
_  ftrivinge 
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ftriging to turne her brelt 8& face towards 
him, notwithſtandinge her eyes were ſhure 
as a dead bodyes, onely ſhe did lift yp her 
eyebrowes, which did make her to looke 
the more ghaſtly. 
whyie he was thus contending with her to 
keep her from turning fall round towards 
him, ( ſhe labouring (as I faide)with often 
tollinge the head from ſhoulder to ſhoul- 
der,to gett her face oppoſite to his) an o- 
ther preacher * beganto pray:and hauing 
a little while continued the ſame,the maide 
did fall downe ſaddenlye into the chaire, 
where ſhze remained without motion, her 
head hanging downward, ſomewhar incli- 
ning towardes the ſhoulder, her face and 
colour deadly, her mouth and eyes ſhut, 
ber body ſtiffe & ſencleſle, fo as ther were 
that thought, and T thinke we all mighe 
haue ſaide, behold jhee is dead, Ther were 
that then obieraed and after conſtantly af

After ſhee had continued a while in this 
deadly eſtate: ſuddenly ina moment, life 
came into her whole body, her mouth and 
eyes opened.and then lifting vp her hands 
and ſtretching them wide a tunder as high 
as ſhe could reach,the firſt word ſhe vtter 
ed waszhe is come, he is come{looking backs 
warde ( with a very comfortable counte- 
nznce)on ſome of the preachers,and then 
on ſuch as ſtood on each fide of her)the co» 
fortcy 25 come, O Lord thou haſt deliucred me. 

As ſoone as her father (who ſtood not 
yery nighe)heard her fo crye:he allo cry 
ed out and faide ( as welt as his weepinge 
would gine him leaue ) this was the crye of 
her 2randfather goeing to be burned. And ve 
relye now ther was heard amongſt vs, a- 
plaine outcrye or ſhoutinge, even like the 
vitorious crye or ſhoute of a conquering 
armye, and yet the ſame was intermixed 
with a boundance of moſt joyfull teares: 
& even ther withall the poore partie(Qtill 
cryinge he is come) did ſtruggle and ſtrive 
with all the ſtrength ſhe had,to be let looſe 
which they that held her perceiuing, yeld . 
ed to ſee what ſhee would doe, and then 
ſhee preſentlye, and ſuddainly. did ſlyde 
downe 
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downe out of the ciaire, and very ſpedi- 
ly reconering her ſelfe on her knees, with 
a countenance(truly to my ſeeminyge) ex- 
ceedingly ſober, and full of a kinde of ma- 
ieſtie and reverence, with handes held vp 
indifferent high; her eyes verye broad 0s 
pen,ſaide to oneyhe is come, (pronouncing 
| it treatablie and ſomewhat lowd, with a lir- 
tle motion of her face and hands vpward, 
and makinge the accent yppon the worde 
come)and againe turning about to another 
ſhee ſaide; het is come, and {o to an other, 
and another thinke 6 or 7 times. Then 
from that,ſhefell to a moſt ſweet prayer of 
thankſgiuinge,wherin ſhee continued long 
even to fainting through feeblenes, of this 
prayerl will ſetdowne as much as I cat re- 
meber, referring my ſelfe herein to be fur 
ther holpen with the memories of others, 
O Lord God and grations father,l humblic 
thanke thee for thy mereres towards me 4 vile 
creature 1 am vnworthy of the leaft of them 
all, much more of this ſo great a mercy youch = 
ſafed vnto me at this preſent: mm giutinoe me 
hea'th, flrength, and comfortable deliuerance: 
Lord make me trulye thankful for it, let me 
nev'r forgett it, let mr and all of y « here pre 
be ſent, and all that ſhall hears of it, make true

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yſe of it:'namely to prayſe thee for thy mercies 
keept in flare, aud to truſt to thy promiſes, and 
to depend on thy providence, who deft. ſuch 
thinges for thy poore ſervants.

borne babe>ynto thy good grace that ſo I may 
become a new creature: make me to hate ſinne 
with a perfef# hatred, and deteſt Sathan and 
has workes, and treade him vnder my fete as 
dyrte, fill my heart with thank fulnes, fill it 
with the graces of thy bleſſed [prrit, workinge 
in me ſ[anftification, and newnes of life, to 
walke worthy ſo great a mcrcy, that ſo glori- 
fiynge thee in this life, I may ſee and enicye 
thy glory in the life to come,gc;And fo cone 
tinuing on,iterating,and multiplying theſe 
and (uch- like poynts, till we perceived her 
to be weary: ſhe was interrupted and bidd 
to favour herſelfe, and to committe that 
duety of thankes-giuinge vnto another, 
who ſhould immediatlye take it vppon 
him, which was done accordingly. But be- 
fore that, even in the time of her prayer, 
one of the preachers ſayde with alowde 
voyce,0h what a ſweet ſmellinge eveninge 
ſacrifice is this vnto the Lord? Well,ano-

her with the complete armoure, Epheſ. 6, 
the particulars whereof, he went over and 
ſo drew toan end. Thea allo the firſt prea- 
cher, * { who before ſtood at her backe 
holdinge her)did preſently ſucceed, take» 
ing the like wordes of thankes-giuinge in 
his mouth, and ended with prayer, deſier- 
ing God, to graunt vnto vs wiſdome and 
di(cretion in publiſhing this you work of 
mercy vnto the world, This laſt poynt of 
his prayer,concerning our care and diſcres 


tion in publiſhinge this great worke of 


God: the other. miniſters did thinke well 
ofFand afterwards approue: even as* one 
of the company alſo in his noates of reme 
brance, concludeth the matter thus: For 
which I pray God make me vnfainedlye 
thankfull

. thankfull,and bold with wiſdome to veri- 


fie the truth hereof in due time. 
Then another preacher * offered to make 
the like prayer of thankſgiuinge(and that, 
as he faide,breifly)but it was not admitted 
fearinge time would not ſuffer. 

This done, one, I thinke a kinſman» went 
to the maide(litting ſtill in her chaire)ſay- 
inge with 1oyfull teares, welcome Mary, 
thou art now againe one of vs: the father 
alſo in like forte tooke her by the hand, as 
not beinge able to ſpeake-a worde: and rhe 
mother went,and (putting away the hand 
kercheif wherwith her daughter fate co- 
uering her blabberinge face)with like wa- 
tery Ste kiſſed her, Then ſhe was bid 
to goe nere the fire; and ſo ſhee went and 
fate on the ſettle, wher ſhe tooke her place 
at her firſt entring into therhome: Thi- 
ther my ſelfe went to her, and takinge her 
by the handI thanked God for her, and 
bidd her grow in comforte and courage,8 
Rrength to reſiſt, if ſhee ſhould a gaine be 
aſſaulted:feare not{faide the mayne bat 
tle is fought, the other wilbe bar a light 
ſkirmiſh (if therebe any at all) ſo Left her 
with the weomen ſtanding about her, who 
I heard (anon after)to obſerue and make 
knowne 


M,Bridger 
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knowne,that her ballye was fallen and be- 
come as lanke as it was 12 monthes before 2 
then alſo they gaue her to drinke a kinde 
of pofſet, which ſhe tooke & dranke with 
ea(e, to their marvile and reioycinge, For. 
one of the men(in the noates ofthis remE- 
brance) ſaith, that the day before,which al 
ſo was her good day) he & another more 
ftronge man,were troubled to hold her(ſo 
viojentlye was ſhe reſiſted)whilſt ſhe did 
eate a little broath, but now ſhee did take 
twiſe the like quantitie(with bread alſo in 
it) without any ſheew of checke, or reſi{+ 
rance at all. 

In this meane while, the miniſters drewe 
themſelues to gether in a corner of the cha 
ber,to conſult on divers poyntes meete to 
be conſidered of and agreed vppon, As 
firſt, that jt were good.that about 6 or 7. 
dayes after, we ſhould meete togeather a+ 

aine, in ſome convenient place, there to 

e exerciſed ( for the ſpace of 3 or 4 how= 
ers) in a ſolemne mannerof thankſgiuinge. 
Secondlie that the names of all that were 
preſent ſhould be taken, T hirdly that one 
ſhould take the paynes to penne the ati « 
ons of the day now paſt: (and here, ſoarie 
wewere that we [ad not taken penne and 


paper 
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paper at the firſt, that ſome one might or- 
derlye haue [ett downe breife noates of 
thinges as the paſſed) but howſocuer that 
fell out; this taſke was committed to him 
that was not the fitteſt, who yet vnder 
tooke it, and ( with helpe of the others) 
hath done as well as he could, Fourthlye, 4 
that the company ſhould be admoniſhed, 
not to publiſh this that was done, as yet, 
but ſtave to ſee ſome continuance of her 
eſtate,andif they reported it to any (con= 
cealing the place and the perſons)to doe it 
with wiſdome and with a religious hearte, 
leaſt by fooliſh and vaine glorious tatling, 
the cauſe might be hindred, & themſelues 
receaue hurte. Fiftly, that if any of them 
ſhould fall into the handes of any to be ex- 
amined, they would then be as carefull as 
might be to keepe;the poore miniſters one 
of danger, who looſinge ( peradyenture) 
hereby their libertie of pteachinge, ſhould 
looſe all the meanes they had of theirmai- 
tenance, Sixtly, that we ſhould conclude 6 
with a prayer generall for the whole ſtate, 


which tke old fatherly*preacher very well 2.Evans 


performed, (even plentifully 8& pourfully) 
praying and prayſinge God for her Maie- 
itie,the Counſellours, Nobles, Magiſtrats, 
| Miniſters 


';, 

Miniſters, People,thole that were preſent; 
& laſtly the poore delignered maide. Sea 
venthly and laſtly,that to ſhew our thank- 
fallnes we- would ſealeit vp with an other 
ſacrifice, namely,with contributinge fome- 
thinge that might be beſtowed on ſome 
poore. 

1 his done, we ſonge a pſalme:the 34 was 
called for, but the 6. was choſen by that 
auncient preacher, which we ſonge with a 
lowe voyce,very decentlye and comforta- 
blye. And now it was paſt 7 of the clocke 
at night, and the company began to talke 
of departing home, But ſee, the woman of 


MiſtrisRarcliefe the houſe, (whoſe countenance traly I did 
inShorduche, beholde before, why Iſt the anguiſh was 


oreateſt;8& I did imagine that ſhe thought 
what a gheſt ſhe had admitted into her

at, puttinge me in minde of that,,4es 2. 
42. And they continued in the Apoſiles doc 
trine, and fellowſbippz ana breakinge of bread 
and prayer, 
The giuinge of thankes both before and 


after meate was committed to him * who « M,Bridger. 


had before deſired to ſucceed in the aQti- 
on of thankſgiuing after our comforte re 
ceaued,but beinge then as I ſaide not har- 
kened ynto(becaule it grew late,and many 
thinges remained to be done) henow vn« 
der tooke this office at the table very rea- 
dily,and in his grace after meate,he beſto- 
wed (as I thinke) ſome of his former mea- 
ditations which he would haue deliuered 
if he had benthen admitted. For now in 


* his thankſgiving after ſupper,he very apt» 


ly recompted the ſonges of Moſes and My= 
riam after the Read ſea:of Deborah and Bas 
rak after Silerars overthrowe: of the wee 


mens ſonge concerninge Dauid after his ©

By this time it was palt 9. of the clocke 
ſo yr fow fromthe table, we ſtood a while 
talking one with another,eſpecially record 
ing that of Lyke. 5.26, And they were all 
amaſed,and prayſed God,and were filled _ 

care 
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feave, ſaying, donbiles we haue feene Flrange 
thinges this day. And heere let me truly be | 
wraye an apprehenſion which I had in the 
time of our trouble, namely, that we were 
the liker to ſpeed, becauſe we were fuch 
meane, baſe, deſpiſed, and contcmprtible 
men that were imployed, For ſo God c6- 
monly worketh.by fooliſh _ to con 
found the wiſe,and by weake inſtruments 
to bringe downe the proud:and(as I rems 
ber in my poore prayer I noated) Sathan 
is often times overtaken in his craft:forby 
makinge his match thus to rage in and yp- 
pon little ones (as was this poore creature 
m reſpeR of her ſex 8& age)his foile ſhould 
be the greater, when ſuch a worme ſhould 
be inabled to withſtand his mallice,and pre 
Vaile again(t his ſtrength. but to returne, 

Thus thongh we wece repleniſhed with 
much toye, yet we durſt not departe with 
banners diſplayed, for feare of men, but 
crept away by 2 and by 3. ina companye 
till we were all gone. But before 1 depart« 
ed, I aſked the maide a queſtion or two, 
As firſt, whether ſhe did lee any thinge de 
parte from her when firſt ſhee felt releaſes 
Wherevnto ſhe anſwered that ſhe ſaw no-. 
thinoe,but ſhe did feele ſomewhat —_ 

an 
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and withall, felt ſuch a fredome of all the 
powers and faculties of ſoule and body as 
ſhe neuer felr the like before,which cauſed 
her in that forte to ſpringe out for ioye. 
But whether Mary Glower were poſſeſſed 
or diſpoſleſſed, I will not maintaine. For I 
ſee, that that queſtion growes not onely 
diſputable,but dangerous to holde. It pal. 
ſeth my {kill to define when a man may be 
ſaide to be poſſeſſed: for athough many 
ſignes oy apr nan ſuch as the Evan- 
veliſtes doe obſerue) may be found in any 
one: yet to ſay how many'of them, and in 
what degree they muſt concurre to make 
pe nog quarto modo, appertaining to that 
afflitioh, I ſee it hardeto ſay. AndIyn- 
derſtand that a great ſcholler of Camb.diſ- 
putinge that poynt nor longe agoe,had e- 
ven his handes full of that worke. In fo 
much as ſome that hearde it, conceaued 
thereby, (I meane by his defence, and by 
the tearmes of obſleſſion, and circumſeſſi- 
on which he (in his ſence) vſed) that not 
Sathan was commaunded to come out of 
the man,but the man was commaunded to 
come out of the deuill. Where alſo it may 
be remembred, that the Heads of the vni- 
uerſitie would not —m—_ his queſtion - 
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be diſputed of as he proponnded it,name= 
ly,nulls et biis dicbus poſſeſſio ac diſpoſſeſſio 
D&moniorum:but in their learned wiſdome 
did firſt qualifie the queſtion (fo makinge 
an abatement of his writt)»«lla eſt heis die* 
bus ordinaria poſſeſſo ac diſpoſſeſſio Damons 
orum, But if a man conſider that the malice 
of Sathan- the wickednes of men, and the 
Tuſtice of God areas great as euer they 
were: he will perhapes bethinke him,whe- 
ther he hath read of any abſoluterevocatt- 
on of any kinde of puniſhment formerlye 
inflited,or threatened. Nay, our Soue- 
raigne Kinge is more reſolute in his D&- 
monologie pag. 47. ſayinges Why may not 
God vſe any kinde of extraordinarie puni(h= 
ment when it pleaſeth bim,as well 25 the oy= 
dinarie roddes of ſicknes or other aduerſrties 
&c, Apaine, a man would thinke (perad= 
venture) that thoſe words of our Saviour 
this kinde eorth not out but by prayer & faſt= 
#mge: may beextended to afurther tyme 
then when miracles were wrought:eſpeci+ 
allye if he doe heerewithall conſider the 
praiſe of the Church inſuccedinge ages: 
whervnto alſo our Kinge'in his ſaide book 
(lib. 3.pag.71.. )giveth good allowance. 
ut a man may lay,why then, yea may 
cure 


cure Palſies, Goowr, Ague, and Lepro- 
fies,in like ſorte:I anſwer,no, we haue not 
the like warrant for that Kinde, and Phiſi= 
tions can tell the cauſes and cures of ſuch 
malladies:burt if they ſuſpe& witchery; nor 
finding any naturall diſtemperature of the 
body:they will not meddle. V Vhat then? 
ſhali ſuch poore diſtreſſed creatures be left 
at ſix and (eaven, to finke or ſwym at Sa- 
tans pleaſure? God forbid. A man(l hope) 
may at leaſt, ſay Lord haue mercy vppon 
them, Though (kill of phiſicke heerin doe 
fayle, yet his ſkill that taught phiſitians 
theirs,can worke with, without, and aboue 
meanes-and therfore is worthy to be called 
vppon, both when the meanes are vied & 
when they fayle. But, as I ſayd, I will not 
meddle with chat queſtion:onely this that 
Mary Glouer was vexed by Sathan, by the 
meanes of a witch: me thinks I may ſafely 
fay it, fith the Iurie hath found it, and the 
Honorable Iudpges determined fo of it, 8& 
therfore I cannot thinke, bur that they did 
a charitable and warrantable deed, that 
prayed*for her. h 
Thenext day alſo I aſked her whether ſhe 
ever did praye ſo before, or whether ſlee 
could praye ſo agayne? To which = ans 

were 
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ſwer was, Ipray God enable me to pray as }. 
I ſhall haue occaſion.* Agayne,I aſked her 
(merilie) whether ſhe could nowe gape fo 

wide as I might put in my fiſte,(for a man 
. that ſhall now looke yppon her, will not 
thinke her mouth could poſſbile Giretch 
ſo wyde) as it did: whervnto (with _ 
countenance)ſhe anſwered —_ ut 
(to draw to an end)Becauſe it was luppoſ=- 
ed that the yonge recouered Souldyer 
might peradventure be ſett yppon agayne, 
not longe after, it was thought good that 
ſhee ſhould not be caried home to her fa- 
ther houſe, but ſhould lodg(together with 
her mother)at oneof the miniſters houſes, 
which was done accordingly. 
The next day, ther was a leture not farre 
off, and thither came the mayde in the co- 
panye of certaine women, ( religious and 
matronelye Citizens) the preacher was he 
M.Bridcer who * that gaue thankes at the table the night 
as yerhiech in before, his text was 2. Theſſ. 12. Crace be. 
a with yow and mercy, and peace from God our 
Father and from our Lord leſus Chris}, whe . 
cher he made a purpoſed choyce of this 
text orno I cannot tell, but ſure I am that 
from the wordes of grace{free from God) 
and peace, the effett, firſt betweene a 
an 
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and man, then betweene man and man, & 
| thirdly found and felt within man himſelfe 
in his owne conſcience: he rayſed and de- 
ligered ſuch dotrine and vle, as I thinke 
the poore partie preſent made good vie 
of, That night ſhee with her parents were 
invited to {upp with a religious Cittizen, 
who (like Cornclivs) had called to geather 
ſome of his kinſtoike and ſpeciall trendes 
( Adtes the 10) and gaue thankes before 
and after meate in very good forte, be- 
yonde my expetation, to ſee an ordinary 
Citizen performe it ſo well:but I can teſti- 
fie of a truth that the Citie is not deſtitute 
of many ſuch as are very well qualified 
this way. This I doe of purpoſe report.not 
onely becaule S, Z.Ijbeth at his fraternitie 
of holy, illaminate men, and at his Siſter- 
nitie of mympes,mops,and idleholy weo=- 
men: but alſo becauſe this Citizen(of who 
I ſpeake) was bitterly taken vp by the Bi- 
ſhop of London, for perfortninge, privat- 
ly in his family (as became a vertuous chri- 


| ſtian man)a religious duty ofhumuliation,, 


by prayer and faſtinge,vppon an occaſion 
of an heavie croſle which at that time laye 
vppon one of his children, Apaine,I haue. 
heard iolly chaplaines in their lofttie vaine 
{corn 
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ſcornfally report the praftize of prayer 8& 
finginge of plalmes in Londoners houles, 
as alſo deride and {coffe at their ſober and 
religious behauiour in open aſſemblies at 
time of publicke prayer, and of the worde 
preached. 

V Vell, the next day. ſaterday is comes 
when diuers of the preachers and others 
repayred tothe place wher the maide had 
lodged, to vnderſtand how thinges went 
with hef;, and that the rather, becauſe a 
brayte began to be rayſed abroade, that 
ſhe was — ed into her former eſtat- this 


beinge the daye'of her ordinarie fittes, 


but thankes be to God it was not fo, bur 
being well all that day, at night ſhee went 
with other company about halfe a myle to 
ſupper, where appeared ſuch a diſpoſition 
in many as was ſometime in men that de- 
fired to ſee even Lazarus that was rayſed 
Tohx 12, After ſupper ſhe returned to her 
former lodging,and by the way homward 
Inoated this, that beinge weary in goinge 
-vpaſtreat, ſomewhat aſcendinge,ſhe was 
glad to fitt downe and reſt on a bench,ſay- 
ing,o Lord, how is my trength abated: I 
could once rune nimblie yp and down our 
ſtayres.and being ſent to markett, I could 
lugge 
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lugge home luſtielye an heavie burthen 
without wearines, This I obferue, that it 
might appeare,it was not reſt and ſſourbful- 
nes, that cauſed her greife. which yer, the 
oppoſite DoFour infinuateth in his treatiſe 
of the ſuffgocation of the Moother. 

The next day being the Sabaoth,ſhe fpent 
forenoone and afternoone in religious ex 
ercifſes,being preſent at two publicke Ser- 
mons,and behauing her ſelfe there,chriſti- 
anly. That day.alſo,ther was thankes pub 
licklye given for her.by a worthy preacher 
in his great aſſemblic, who alſo had there 
many times before, prayed for her by nie. 
this thankſgiving he made,though I know 
that one of the foreſaide preachers of 
our company was very carefull, that ad- 
uertiſment might in time begiuen him to 
forbeare,becaule he knew that it ſtood not 
with the Biſhops likinge that it ſhould be 
ſo,even as in the time ofher | meer VEX= 
ations, there was(by the Biſhope of Lone 
dons meanes, who yet could neuer begot= 
ten to Come and ſee, although ſent vnto & 
earneſtly mooued by certaine worſhipfull 
and Honorable parſonages, to-that end:) 
there was I fav a feare caſt on ſuch as re- 


f forted to her, wherby they were terrified 


either 
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either to pray themſclues,or to be preſent 
at prayer for ber:in ſo much as at on time, 
whenin aterrible fite the beholders were 
much a maſed,there was a gratious yonge 
| gentleman that called for prayer, & ſeeing 
| none ther, either able or willing to doe it, 
he addreſſed himſelfe to performe it, fay- 
inge,he ſawe it fitte, yea neceſſary to doe 
ſo, though he were ſure to be committed 
the next day, 
For my parte, I thanke God with all my 
heart that was preſent at this worke, and 
had an hand, (though very little and ſim 
ple)in it: For I firde {I prayſe God) ther- 
in,a labour of his loue towardes me, pro» 
voakinge,nay vrginge me the more, ther 
by to performe a poynt which Ibegged- 
then in my poore prayers, namelye, that 
that may be found in ys,which Maex(vp- 
pon an occaſion which cauſed like humili- 
ation) prayed for in his Iſralites, O that 
this people had ſuch an heart in them continu* 
allye. And here I appeale to the hartes and 
conſciences of all that were there preſent, 
whether they didnot then finde in them- 
ſelues,a great meaſure of a chriſtian diſpo- 
ſition to good: And I pray agayne(as then 
and ther 1 did) that God would _ 
| tat 
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that iudgmeht farre tro vs,that we ſhould 
be like Swine returnnivg to the myre. 
But (to conclude)the next wedneſday ſhe 
was at the letureat the black-friers: and 
from thence returned home to her parents 
who are religious perſons, of goodcreditt 
and eſtimation amonge their neighbours, 
yea and in the Cittie of as many as knowe 
them (ke being accompted a man not vn- 
worthy, to be the ſonne of a worthy Mar- 
tyr,as M. Fox maketh good and memora- 
ble reporte of) Inſomuch as they are farr 
ynworthy to be ſo abuſed as they have bin 
by the ſNaunderous penne of S. H, But as 
they are not hurt in their honeſt name & 
Pood accomptby his offenſive writing: ſo 
alſo their perſons together with the daugh 
ter,haue hitherto well enough eſcaped the 
Biſhops priſons ſo often and rigoronſlye 
threatened ynto them all, yea, and that 
ſince it hath pleaſed God to cleare their in 
nocencie, both by open triall in face of 
Courte, and by ſtretchinge as it were his 
owne hand from. heaven, in workinge the 
daughters ſo gratious Geliuerance as nowe 
I have reported. 

And thus I will heere drawe to an end of 


- this diſcourſe touchinge this D4.vry Glower: 
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commendinpe her to the further ſtrength 
and graces of her great good God. And as 
I remember I did in my prayer liken her, 
to an old grandmother of bers Mary Mage 
dalene, who though ſhe was once a gazing 
ſtocke to many,yet afterwardes, did leaue 
an honorable name behinde her to many 
generations: ſo now,I commend ynto this 
our Mary(to be had alwayes in her minde 
and mouth ) the ſonge of a more bleſſed 
Mary, the mother of our bleſſed Saviour, 
my ſoule doth magmfpie the Lord, and my ſþi- 
rit bath reroyced in God my ſaviour,who hath 
regarded the baſe elate of his hanamaide,& 
hath done great thinges for me, by throwinge 
out the miobtie from: his ſeate and exaltinge 
the lowlye. Luke. 1.46, 

Now if this poore pamphlet being per- 
vſed, ſhould by the allowanee of my bre- 
thren chajnce to get winges and learne to 
flie/abroad: I ſee what divers cenſures will 


paſſe vppon it.Some will gaze at it asatan | 


outlandiſh Owle, and as athinge fitter to 
haue kept a forraine buſh: yet ſome againe 
peradventure will ſpeake better of it. How 
can it be but that I ſhould looke for oppo- 
Grtions and contradiftions now after the 
worke done, ſ{ceinge before the ſame was 
taken 
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taken'in hand,mennes opinions and ſpea» 
ches were divers, touchinge the parties 
paſſions: namely,in that one phiGitian(vp- 
pon ſight of the partie)ſaide, mihil hic preter 
dilum, another,nib1l dls ſcd forte nil preter 
n4turam.another more reſolute, [t zs either 
diabolicall, or at leaſt ſupernaturall: another 
DoRour{but not of that facultie)7That ſbee 
earth not counterfeite, I will be her compurga« 
zourc, another,a worthy Magiſtrate (who 
had tryed her with fire) 7» tell me that it 3s 
counterfeite, I had as liefe yow ſhould tell me 
that my houſe dath walke exc. Bnt as for this 
poynt concerning oppoſitions and contra- 
ditions of men, Iam at a poynt: God 
knowes the ſinceritie of my heart herein, 
the good haue pervſed and cenſered this 
my doinge before it came a broade, and I 
hane learned' to be contented if I meete 
with that meaſure that my betters haue 
mett withall.,For beſides that the works 8& 
perſons of worthy men of late haue ben 
miſerablie traduced?I ſaw alſo to myne ex 
ceeding greife and feare, that even the{ſa- 
cred booke of God his bleſſed truth,could 
not eſcape the ſawcie cenſure and audati- 
ous tongues of men, inthis moſt miſchee- 
yous aze, wherin papiltes began to perke

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vp: Apoſtates and Atheiſts abound, and 
and wicked blaſphemous wordes and writ- 
inges infe&'the ayer and mindes of men. 
tis notoriouſly knowne, how S.H.him= 
ſelfe hath diſputed 8& preached dangerous 
oyntes, and how in his ſaide laſt booke 
e brocheth a conceapt as if there were no 
Witches at all:yea,it ſeemeth by his ſo dally 
inge with 29d his Deuill, that he his of 
minde ther is no Deuill at a!l.(Even as an 
Atheiſt in open Court, takinge advantage 
of ſome wordes of S.H.his Maſter,ſaide 0s 
penly, My LORD, if any here can prout 
ther is 4 God, I will beleiue it, ) I will not 
ſpeake of his immodeſt ſtile, and Jaſcivious 
penn: but, (which are matters of ſequence) 
It is alſo too well knowne, how a man of 
no meane place, hath ſcurrilouſly ſcanned 
the ſtorie of the flood, and by pregnant 
demonſtration out of his geometricall pro 
rtions found out, that if that be true 
which is ſayd of Noahes Arke, ther ſhould 
be allowed to the ſtaule of a great Oxe,or 
of the mightieſt Eliphant, no more rhome 
then the bignes of a mans thombe* As alſo 
how like a tale it is, that go0o men, ſbhwi'd 
be fedd with s .loanes.math.16.Agayne,my 
lelfe hauc heard a man ofno meane reckon 
ning 
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ning, bowldly deſcant yppon the ſtorye of 
S ampſons Foxes([udees 1 5) gallantly glan- 
cinge at,and wantonly applyinge their be- 
ing tyed by the tayles.Againe iportinge at 
the fat of the ſayde Sampſon, who (like a 
madd whorſon(ſo were his words,)[hould 
lift off the gates of the Cittie .A334b, and 
runne away with them(and the two poſtss 
and barres ) to the topp of a mountayne. 
Tudges,16, (but wheiher our true Sampſon 
of whom this was a tipe, will take this in 
good parte let him looke to it.) Alſo, alle= 
porizinge on the ſtorie of the fall of Ieri« 
chboes walles at the ſound of trampets made 
of Rammes hornes(lI,b.6.)and very pre- 
tily and pleaſantly (at leaſt as he thought) 
wiſhed hornes on his head that would fo 
literallie take it. Agayne Ijbinge at the fat 
of Licl, as if women had more allowance 
then mea to committe a flagitious and per 
fidious aR. Item,that the doarine of pre< 
deſtination,as now it is taught amonglt vs 
by many,is deſperat, binding vp the hands
